Stricken With Bovine Disease 


Trouble Common In Cattle Now 
Attacks Human Beings 


Chatham, Ont——That a. Dover 
Township man had been infected with 
baccillus abortus, a disease common 
in cattle but previously unknown to 
human beings, was made known at 
a meeting of the Kent County Medi- 
cal Association here.. : 

The case was discovered by Dr. 
James Morilarity, of this city. His 
patient was a young man of 23, who 
went to him in August for treatment.

. Mr. Forke has just returned and in 
the course of this trip interviewed 
the Premiers of Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan, Alberta and British Columbia, 
in their respective capitals. He went 
thoroughly into the various policies 
now being advanced by his depart- 
ment singly and in co-operation with 
the -__ British Government, and, 
wherever possible, invited their ac- 
tive assistance. 

The kind of assistancé which the 
provinces may give is various. They 
may assist the Federal department 
in checking up the bona fides‘of per- 
sons within their boundaries who ap- 
ply to Ottawa for aid in bringing 
their families out from Britain, or 
they. may enter actively into a 
scheme of settlement and bear a part 
of the financial burden, * 

Mr. Forke had little to say of his 
trip, except that all the Premiers 
had been much interested in immi- 
gration problems and had promised 
to give the most careful considera- 
tion to the many suggestions which

There, is ample tinte for such con- 
sideration since all the ‘settlement 
work is done in the spring and early 
summer months, and, provided the 
Federal Department knows now 
much assistance it may expect from 
@ province by the new year, the task

It would appear that the provinces 
were more interested in boy settle- 
ment than in the policies for older 
persons, and it ig in this field that 
impoirtant announcements may be 
made. 

Mr. Forke, it is understood, put for- 
ward.a@ proposal whereby. all boys 
brought out and placed on provincial 
training farms should be assisted to 
start up as farmers, provided they 
could save $500 out of their earnings. 
In this event the British and Cana- 
dian governments would put up §2,- 
250, and: would ask the provinces to 
advance 0250 which, coupled with the 
boys’ savings, would make a fund of 
$3,000 which is considered to be am- 
ple to begin farming. 

It is probable that the response of 
the provinces to this‘scheme will be 
enthusiastic and that a very big 
movement of boys will be inaugurated 
mae year.

London, Eng-—Labor leaders are 
elated Over gains made in the muni- 
cipal elections in the cities and towns 
throughout England. Incomplete re- 
turns indicate that Labor candidates 
have made a net gain of 101 seats on 
municipal councils outside of London 
while their principal opponents re- 
gistered a loss of 71, and indepen- 
dents a loss of 31. 

Results of the élections created ex- 
ceptional interest this. ,year, some 
leaderg professing to believe that the 
vote would indicate in some degree 
what could be expected at the gen- 
eral elections throughout the coun- 
try next year. 

Labor gains, partial returns indi-. 
cated, were made largely at the ex- 
pense of Conservatives. At Twicken- 
ham the Labor party gained three 
seats from Conservatives. Twicken- 
ham is the parliamentary constitu- 
ency of Right Hon, William Joynson- 
Hicks, home secretary. 

A feature of the elections in Lon- 
don was the candidature of 450 wo- 
men as compared with 343 who, stogd 
for office in 1925. 

The 1925 elections resulted in the 
return of 140 of the women candi- 
dates. While returns from the elec- 
tions are far from complete it is 
known that a number of the women 
headed the polls in their districts. 
Seven women have been elected to 
the municipal council of the borough 
Of Poplar, The 21-year-old daughter 
of the mayou 6f Fulham was elect- 
ed, :

‘Do not 
follow the fashion and customs of the 
worldly society around -you, but let 
your ways of thinking be so changed 
by the Holy Spirit that you look for

“Present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable to God.” 

“No ‘maimed or ‘crippled _ thing 
might be offered to God by the Jew- 
ish law. If we would devote ourselves 
to God, we must see to it that we 
have a self to devote.

All Subjects. Of King George May 
Cross Border To Work 

Living in Canada and working in 
the United States is thé privilege of 
all British subjects, no matter where 
they hail from, So says the supreme 
court of the United States. The 
widespread impression that this privi- 
lege is limited to Canadian citizens 
is wrong. The Jay treaty of 1794, 
on which the decision rests, does not 
mention Canadians either nativé-born 
or foreign-born. It says that “his 
majesty’s subjects” and ‘citizens of 
the United States” shall have the 
right “freely to pass and repass by 
land or inland navigation into the 
respective territory and countries of 
the .two parties on the continent to 
America.” This applies to British 
subjects from Scotland, New Zealand, 


Honduras and many other quarters
